Dear  Sir:  This  bulletin  contains  a  list  of  the  County  and  Local 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Societies,  with  dates  of  Fairs  and 
Exhibitions  to  be  held  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  year  1918,  as 
leported  by  the  Secretaries  representing  the  different  organizations. 

Fifty- four  associations  or  societies  report  an  attendance  of  1,376,494 
at  their  annual  fair  or  exhibitions  for  the  year  1917.  Forty-six 
societies  report  paid  admissions  at  938,965.  The  amount  paid  in 
premiums  for  the  year  1917  for  agricultural  purposes  was  $83,922.55, 
and  the  amount  for  race  track  purposes,  |100,829.81.  The  amount
